The line ms then kept open until 
Mrs. Kaimady departed fros the hospital, and SAIC Behn was kept advlsad 
of deTelopoents as they occurred. The blood type of the President was 
furnished to the Mdlcsl staff by ASAIC Kellerman. A security cordon 
was formed around the eBergency area by ASAIC Kellenun and ^clal 
Agents Greer, Ready, Kinney, Hlckey and HoMlett, of the Secret Service, 
and an undetersdned number of the Dallas Police. Press and mauthorlzed 
persons were refused adnlttanca to the area. 



Vice Presioent and Urs. Johnson ivere placed In a separate hospital room 
In the vicinity of the emergency too« within the secured area. They 
were accotopanled by ASAIC Youngblood and Special Agenta Klvett, Bennett, 
Mclntyre and Taylor. SA Bennett assuoed a post at tha door of the Vica 
ftMidant's suit*, special Agents Klvett and Taylor had cleared other 
.ocGOptntt fxta the reoa and bad drawn the blinds. Mrs. Johnson, 
accoivanlttd ty Sptdal Agents Klvett and Taylor, left the araa briefly 
to visit Mn, CenMlly on SDOthar floor of the bospiUl.
